''Mrs. Duncan:'" Shh, quiet, quiet, quiet! Phone's ringing. I'm gonna go 
answer it; you be careful. Don't splash too much; | will be right back. 


' Backyard Gang:'"' OK. 
"(The Barney plush watches the Backyard Gang swimming in the pool.)" 


''Michael:''' Guess what, you guys? We're going to the beach tomorrow. 


(Adam, Jason, and Luci talk excitedly after hearing Michael's news, including 


Jason saying "That sounds great!".)" 


"'Tina:''' Luci, what's a beach? 


Luci:'"' Oh, Tina, you Know what a beach is. It's a place with lots of sand and 


lots of water. 
''Tina:'' "(gasps excitedly)" And it's bigger than this pool? 


'"Adam:'" Yes, and there's even more sand than in your sandbox. 


''Tina:''' Wow, | sure would like to go there. 
Luci:''' Maybe someday, Tina, when you're bigger. 


''Tina:'" '"'(furiously)'' Why do I have to wait for EVERYTHING until I'm 
BIGGER?!? 


"(The rest of the Backyard Gang laugh.)" 
Jason:'"' Keep calm, Tina, and stop being a brat. 


''Tina:'" Thanks, Jason. When | stop my temper tantrum, | take a deep 
breath, like this. "(breathes in, breathes out)" 


(Mrs. Duncan returns with bad news.)"' 

''Mrs. Duncan:'' Um, Amy, Michael. 

''Amy:'"' What is it, Mommy? 

'"Michael:'"! What's wrong? 

"Mrs. Duncan:'"' That was Daddy on the phone, and he's... gotta work this 
weekend, so we're not gonna be able to go to the beach. "(The Backyard 
Gang sigh sadly.)"’ But he said to tell you he is very sorry, and he promised 
that we'll go next weekend, OK? 

''Michael:'"' OK. 

''Mrs. Duncan:'" OK! "(goes back to the house)" 

'"Adam:'" Boy, that's tough.

Jason:''' Who are you? 

"(The Barney doll comes to life again and the Backyard Gang watches.)"’ 
'Amy:'" Barney! 

"(Tina hides behind Luci.)" 

''Michael:'"' He's back! 

"(Michael and Amy give Barney a big hug again.)" 
''Barney:'" It's nice to be back. 

Jason:'" "(to Adam)" Whoa, that was weird. 

Luci:'"' "(to Barney)" What... | mean... Who are you? 
''Michael:'" This is our friend, Barney. 

Amy:'' He's a dinosaur. 

'Adam:'" "(angrily)" But dinosaurs aren't real! 
''Michael:'' This one is, and he's very friendly. 


"Amy: And he loves kids. 


''Michael:'' "(to Barney)" Barney, these are our friends, Adam, Jason, and 
Luci. 


"Adam, Jason, and Luci:'" Hi, Barney. 

''Barney:'" Hi, kids. 

(Song: To the tune of "The Muffin Man" in G-Major")" 
''Barney:'" "(singing)" Oh, Barney is a dinosaur

"(Adam and Jason join in. Key: A-Flat)" 

''Michael, Amy, Adam, and Jason:'" "(singing)" Oh, Barney is our dinosaur

' Barney:'"' "(singing)" A friend to you and you 
What's that little girl's name? 


(Michael, Amy, Adam, and Jason look at Barney sternly. Tina chatters her 
teeth shyly.)" 


Luci:'"' That's Tina. She's my little sister. 

''Barney:'' "(to Tina)" Would you like to give me a big hug? I'm nice and soft. 
"(Tina takes off her swim fins and turtle float and walks over to Barney.)" 
''Barney:'" It's okay, Tina, | won't bite. 


"(Tina touches Barney while the rest of the Backyard Gang watches and she 
hugs Barney while giggling smugly.)’’ 


' Barney:'" "(chuckling)" Oh, Tina. Did | hear you say you've never been to 
the beach? 


''Tina:'" "(nodding her head no)" 

' Barney:''' BOONA LOONGA! 

'"Adam:'" "(to Amy)" What does that mean? 
'Amy:'" | don't know, | don't speak Dinosaur. 


''Michael:'" "(to Barney)" We're supposed to go to the beach tomorrow, but 
our dad has to work all weekend, so we can't go. 


''Jason:'" We haven't been to the beach since last year. 

''Barney:''' Would you all like to go right now? 

'Jason:'" "(gasp)" To the beach, right now? 

"(The Backyard Gang cheer and hoot loudly.)" 

''Barney:'"'' SHH, SHH! Your mom will hear us. 

'"Adam:'" But it's a long drive to the beach. 

' Barney:'' "(chuckling)" Not the way we're going. 

'Amy:''' Goody, Barney's gonna help us again! 

"(The rest of the Backyard Gang cheer and hoot loudly.)"’ 

' Barney:'"' OK, will you kids be quiet, please? Thank you. You sure know your 
good manners. Everybody get back into the pool. "(The Backyard Gang gets 
back into the pool tub.)'' Close your eyes, use your imagination, and pretend 
real hard, and I'll take you on a make-believe trip to the beach. 


‘Yason:'" Pah, we tried that before. 


''Barney:''' Oh, but you didn't have me to help you. "(getting in the pool in 
his feet)" Here we go. Shimbaree, Shimbarah! Shimbaree, Shimbarah! 


"(The Backyard Gang sees their pool tub rising. Fade translates to the sky 
where Barney is in his sailor outfit and the Backyard Gang are in their beach 
shirts. The shot shows the Duncans’ house below the clouds.)" 

(Song: "A Sailor Went To Sea" in A-flat)" 


''Barney:'" "(singing)" A sailor went to sea, sea, sea

(Key: A major.)" 

'Gang:'" "(singing)"! A sailor went to sea, sea, sea

"(The shot shows the beach below the clouds and the pool tub comes in for a 
landing.)" 


'Gang:'"' WHOQOQQOQOQOQOOOOOOO0A! 


"(The pool tub lands on the beach. The Backyard Gang all get out, but Tina is 
still in the pool tub with Barney.)"’ 


''Barney:''' Well, we're on the beach, Tina. It's okay to open your eyes now. 


''Tina:'' "(opening her eyes in relief)" Barney, you're the bestest dinosaur 
that ever was! And this is the biggest I've ever seen! 


"(Barney and the rest of the Backyard Gang laugh.)" 
''Adam:'" And look at all that water. 


Backyard Gang:'"' Wow! 


"(Two seagulls soar over the beach.)" 

''Barney:''' That's called the ocean. It's very wide and very deep. 

'"Jason:'" Let's go check it out. 

"(The Backyard Gang all run and shout to take a closer look at the ocean, but 
Barney who gets out of the pool tub transforms himself into a lifeguard and 
blows his whistle. The Backyard Gang halt.)" 

''Barney:''' Not so fast. Come back here. 

"(The Backyard Gang run back to Barney.)" 

''Barney:'"' You can't just go running off like that; you'll get lost. 

''Michael:'"' | know that rule. We must stay together as a group and won't get 
in trouble of becoming regular lawbreakers.. That's why we're called The 
Backyard Gang. 


'Amy:'"' And we will not get lost. 


'"Jason:'" The only way not to get lost is to stay with a grown-up. Take a 
lifeguard, for example. 


Luci:'"' And a parent, too. 

'"Adam:'"' We can see lots of things here at the beach. 

''Tina:'"' And we should spend a day at the beach together. 

''Barney:'" You're right, Tina. In fact, you're all right about these rules. Now 
everyone stay together and l'Il give you a guided tour. Just hold hands and 
follow me. 


"(The Backyard Gang hold hands and follow Barney.)"’ 


(Song: To the tune of "Here We Go Round The Mulberry Bush" in D-flat 
major)" 


'Gang:'" "(singing)" This is the way we walk the beach

"(The music's instrumental key plays in E major. Fade transitions to the next 
scene.)" 


'Barney:'' "(in his tourist clothing)" Isn't this beach great? The salty sea, 
fresh air, the wind blowing in your face. 


''Tina:''' A beach? | thought it was an island. 


''Barney:'"' Actually, Tina, this is a beach. Islands are smaller than beaches, 
but this one is much larger. 


''Tina:''' Oh, | never thought of that. 

'Barney:'" "(pointing to the spot next to the lighthouse)" This looks like the 
perfect spot. "(The gang stops at the lighthouse.)"’ A beach is where the 
water and the land come together. 


''Amy:''' Which do you like better, Barney? The land or the water? 


''Barney:''' Well, Amy, there are a lot of exciting things in the water. That's 
what | prefer. 


'Adam:'" Really? 


''Barney:''' Oh, you can't see them from here; they're under the water. 
'Jason:'" Like what? 


''Barney:'" "(dramatically)" Old pirate ships, and sunken treasure, whales 
and sharks, and even an octopus. 


"(The Backyard Gang scream.)"’ 


' Barney:'" "(chuckling hysterically)" But on the beach, you can find lots of 
interesting things. 


'Amy:'' Like what? 

''Barney:'"' Like seashells. 
'"Michael:'" Let's go shell hunting. 
''Barney:'" Good idea. 


"(The music on "This Is The Way We Walk The Beach" plays again in E 
major.)" 


'Gang:'"' "(singing)" Oh, this is the way we look for shells 
Look for shells, look for shells 

This is the way we look for shells 

So early in the morning. 


''Tina:'" "(to Michael, Jason, and Adam)" Hey you guys, look what | found! 
"(pulling out a large shell)" 


'"Adam:'"' Whoa! 

''Jason:''"' Wowsers! 

''Michael:'"' Wow, Tina, that's a big one! 

''Barney:''' Gosh, Tina, | don't think I've ever seen this shell that big before. 
''Tina:'"' Well, Barney, as | always say, "One girl's trash is one girl's treasure." 


'"Jason:'"' Barney, what's a seashell, and how do they get here? 


''Adam:'" Little animals used to live in them. 

''Michael:'" Is that right? 

''Barney:'"' Yes, that's right, a shell is like an empty house. 
"(Amy knocks on the shell, checking if anyone's home.)" 
'Amy:'" Hello, anyone home? 

Luci:'"' Hello? 


' Barney:'" "(chuckles)" If you hold the seashell up to your ear, you can hear 
the ocean. 


"(Tina holds the seashell up to her ear and hears the ocean.)" 

''Tina:'" "(gasps excitedly)" | can hear it! 

''Michael:'' So can I! 

‘"Jason:'" Awesome, Mike dude! Hey Tina, listen to mine. 

"(Tina hears the ocean through Jason's shell.)"' 

''Michael:'" | didn't know that Jason called me "Mike". 

Tina: "(whiningly)" Barney. 

''Barney:'" Yes, Tina? 

"Tina: "'(whiningly)" I'm hungry. 

''Michael:'"' Yeah, me, too. 

Jason:'" | want some food. 

' Barney:'" | think | have an idea. "(shoots his powers and his cook outfit and 
a picnic of peanut butter sandwiches magically appear. The Backyard Gang 
all stand up.)" 

Jason:'" Barney, what's going on? 

''Barney:'"' Well, Jason, | thought I'd might ask you in song. 


"[Song: To the tune of "Frere Jacques"]"' 


"(singing)" Are you hungry? Are you hungry? 

' Backyard Gang:'"' "(singing)" Yes we are, yes we are 

' Barney:'" "(singing)" Peanut butter sandwich, peanut butter sandwich 
' Backyard Gang:'" "(singing)" Yum, yum, yum 

' Barney & the Backyard Gang:'""' "(singing)" Yum, yum, yum. 

"[The Backyard Gang admire the peanut butter sandwiches. ]"' 
Jason:'"' Yummy peanut butter. | can't wait to dig in. 


''Tina:''' Me, too. There's even a peanut butter sandwich for me. "(go sitting 
on a rock)" 


' Barney:'' "(chuckle)" This is what I call a healthy lunch, | reckon. 
'"Adam:'"' Barney, do you know the peanut butter song? 


''Barney:''' No, Adam, I've never heard of the peanut butter song. Will you 
teach me? 


(Song: "Peanut Butter")" 
"(Barney and Adam snap their fingers.)" 
''Adam:'" First you take the peanuts and you crunch them, you crunch them 


Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:'" First, you take the peanuts and you crunch 
them, you crunch them 


"(singing)" For your peanut, peanut butter 

''Tina:'' And jelly 

"Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:'" "(singing)" Peanut, peanut butter 
''Tina:'' And jelly 

'"Adam:'"' Then you take the grapes and you squish them, you squish them 


"Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:'' Then you take the grapes and you squish 
them, you squish them 


"(singing)" For your peanut, peanut butter 

''Tina:'' And jelly 

"(Barney spins round like a top.)" 

Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:'" "(singing)" Peanut, peanut butter 
''Tina:'' And jelly 

'"Adam:'"' Then you take the bread and you Spread it, you spread it 
"Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:''' Then you take the bread and you spread it 
"(singing)" For your peanut, peanut butter 

''Tina:'' And jelly 

"Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:'" "(singing)" Peanut, peanut butter 
''Tina:'' And jelly 

'"Adam:'"' Then you take your sandwich and you eat it, you eat it 


Jason, Luci, Michael, and Amy:''' Then you take your sandwich and you eat

"(Barney eats his peanut butter sandwich.)" 

"(singing)" 'Cause it's good peanut butter 

''Tina:'' "(muffling)" And jelly 

'' Barney & The Backyard Gang:'" "(singing)" Good peanut butter 

"(to the viewers off-screen while breaking the fourth wall)" Good! 
(Barney's voice muffles in peanut butter.)" 

''Tina:'" "(holding a cup of water with a long straw)" Barney, take a sip. 


"(Barney drinks water through a long straw, then he burps, and his mouth is 
completely dry.)"' 


''Barney:'"' Thank you, Tina. 


''Tina:'" You're welcome, Barney. 

"(Thunderclap)" 

'"Michael:'" "(angrily)" Oh no, it's going to rain! 

Luci:'"' But the sky is clear. 

Jason:'" Well, since it's not raining out here, what could it be? 
'Amy:'" "(pointing to the far side)" It's coming from over there! 


''Barney:''' Let's go climb those rocks over there and see what's on the other 
side. 


''Tina:'" "(stammering)" I'm scared. 

''Barney:''' Hold my hand, Tina. 

"(The rest of the Backyard Gang put down their peanut butter sandwiches 
and walk slowly towards the rocks. The Backyard Gang, including Tina, peak 
through their heads out behind the rocks one at a time, and they see a pirate 
ship in a spooky storm fantasy.)" 

'"Michael:'" It's an old pirate ship! 

'"Adam:'" Just like in the storybook. 


'Tina:'' "(crying)" I'm scared. 


''Barney:'" It's okay, Tina, there's nothing to be afraid of. It's only make- 
believe. 


'Amy:'"' And make-believe can't hurt you. 

' Barney:'"' You're right, Amy, make-believe can never hurt us. 
'"Michael:'"' But the pirate ship sure looks real. 

''Barney:''' Let's go down and get a closer look. 

"(The gang all climb down the rocks. Fade translates to the next shot. The 


Backyard Gang walk to the pirate ship at the cove. Michael, Adam, and Jason 
lead, Luci comforts Tina, and both they and Amy follow.)"’ 


''Barney:'" "(dressed as a pirate)" Well, shiver me timbers, "(chuckles)" 
we've got company! Welcome aboard, mates! 


''Parrot:'"' Squawk! Welcome aboard, mates. (x2) 

"(The Backyard Gang arrive on board the make-believe pirate ship.)" 
''Michael:'" "(surprised)" Barney? How did you get here so fast? 
''Barney:''' That was part of our imagination, me and the parrot. 
Jason:'"' Wow, a real pirate ship! 

‘"Adam:'" Actually, Jason, this is a make-believe pirate ship. 

Jason:'" "(to the viewers off-screen)" Why didn't | think of that before? 
Luci:'' Well, it doesn't look so scary from here. 

Amy:'" I'm glad | came. 


''Tina:''' Me, too, Amy. Even though I'm afraid, this pirate ship is actually 
make-believe. 


''Adam:'" You said it, Tina. 


''Michael:'"' Hey guys, "(walking over to the plank while the parrot lands on 
the port bow)’’ | can look down in the water.

''Michael:''' Neat-o! "(both he and Jason carry the magic goggles)" Thanks, 
Barney. 


'Barney:'" "(chuckling)" No problem, me hearties, no problem at all. "(puts 
down his sword while the parrot sits on it.)"' 


''Michael:''' OK, one pair of goggles for everyone. 
"(The Backyard Gang each take out a pair of goggles.)" 
''Michael:'" I've got red ones. 

''Amy:'" I've got my favorite color, green. 

Luci:'"' | have pink. 

‘"Jason:'" | have black ones as the color as night. 
'"Adam:'" And I've got olive ones. 


''Tina:'' And I've got yellow. "(walks over turns to Barney)" But, Barney, | 
can't swim. 


''Barney:'"' You can hold my hand, Tina. 
"(Tina gulps miserably.)" 


"(After putting on their goggles, the Backyard Gang see that their shirts have 
vanished.)" 


Amy:'" "(to Jason)" What happened to our shirts? 
Jason:'" They've disappeared like magic, | Suppose. 


'"Michael:'"' That means it's time to go swimming! Geronimo! "(jumping off 
the plank and swimming in the sea)" 


Luci:'' This is gonna be great! "(jumping off the plank and swimming in the 
sea)" 


Amy:'" I'm next. "(jumping off the plank and swimming in the sea)" 


'Jason:'" Whoo-hoo! "(jumping off the plank and swimming in the sea)" 


'"Adam:'" Yahoo! "(jumping off the plank and swimming in the sea)" 
"(Tina and Barney remain on the plank.)" 

''Tina:'" Is the water gonna hurt, Barney?

"(Michael and Amy get out of the pool tub, and Barney and Tina remain.)"
